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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

The species are as follows: 

Embodiment of Fig. 1 , a species of a fuel cell stack with a collector plate with regions 
less thick in other regions than in the neighboring region, corresponding to claim 3. 

Embodiment of Fig. 2 and 3, a second species of a fuel cell stack with a collector plate 
with a plurality of holes, corresponding to claims 4-6. 

Embodiment of Fig. 5, a third species of a fuel cell stack with a collector plate with 
differing depth and width of the gas passages, corresponding to claim 7. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141.
